"WABnmoroN, March 5.— Tho follow- 


ing wan today inaued by tlie American 
Bimctalic League : 


Tho money question ia now indiapua- 


bly tho moat important iaguo in the 
United States, and will remain so unti 
settled rightly. Other questions, how- 
ever important, must wait for the sen 
ate. The issue is between tho gold 
fltamlimt,gold bonds and bank currency 
ou one &ide, uud tbe metallic standard, 
no bonds uud government currency, on 
tho othur. 


First— On Una isauo we declare our- 


selves ty bo unalterably opposed to the 
liiiglu ];ol<l Btmidurd, ami demand the 
immediate return to tho constitutional 
standard of gold and, silver; of the 
restoration by thia government, inde- 
pendently of any foreign power, of tbe 
unrestricted coinage of both silver ant 
gold into standard money at the ratio ol 
lt> to L and upon tormg of exact equalilv, 
tho eitver currency to be full legal ten- 
der equal with gold in payment of all 
debts and dues, public or private. 


Second — Wu bold the power to contro! 


and reyulato n paper currency insepar- 
able from tlio power to coin money, and 
banco tlwt all currency intended to cir- 
culate aa inorioy abould bo issued and its 
Toluuio controlled by the funeral govern- 
ment only and aliotim be liijjal tender. 


tho iasuo by the United Statea of inter- 
est-bearing bonds in time of peacu, and 
demand the payment of all coin obliga- 
tions of tbe United Statea aa provided 
by KxiittiniE laws in either gold or silver 
coin at tho option of theiiovemmentand 
not at tho option of the creditor. On 
thi.s IHHIIO wo appeal from tbe dictation 
of tlie power to the intelligence and pa- 
triotism of tho American public.

utitm of-n movement, the purpose of 
which is to bring together all who be- 
lieve in the iifco^'ny of tlie proposed 
reform, for this object and thia alone. 
Theme in favor of tho jrold standard are 
find have been united in pur post) and 
action. Party lines do not divide them 
when this issue la raised. Differences 
on other questions .ire then laid aside 
»ml together they "in well beseeming 
ranks march all onu way. 


On tho other hand those who are in 


favor of a ruturn to the co»Btit»t!onal 
•Btnndurd of gold and silver are split into 
na many divisions na there aro p.irtioa. 
Silver Kopiiblicana from tho west and 
flonth, to the delight of the leaders of 
tbo Republican party, insiat on contend- 
ing for tho cause only within the Unea 
of thu party, and southern and western 
Democrats], earnest silver men, equally 
to tlio delight of leadjraof the Demo- 
cratic party, "continue tbo contest on 
their part only within the lines of 
tho Democratic party. In ot.her words, 
the advocates of tbe bimetallic standard, 
through the unrestricted coinage of sil- 
Ter aa well aa gold, now contend for 
their ciuise in organizations which are 
controlled by the gold party. 


Tho power ia still in your hands to 


right by ballot the wrong of 187if and to 
eave yourselves and your •children from 
the thraldom which the gold etutidiird 
policy, if persisted in, will surely bring 
upon you and them. 


We pray you, therefore, not to let tbe 


settlement of this question go beyond 
the election of 1896, but subordinating 
All questions for the time being to this 
tbe supremo issue, settle this now and 
settle it for ever. 


And we especially urge upon you tbe 


importance of immediate organization 
in townaliips and counties throughout 
tho entire country for the purpose of 
«arrying on this great movement for the 
common good of all.

•will of tho people, uncontrolled by can- 
cua machinery or professional politi- 
cians.

LOS ANGELES KICKS. 


Business Men Object to a Board 


Managing State Institutions. 


Los AXHKLKH, March 5. — At a apecia 


meeting of tho board of dircctora of the 
board of trade and the Merchants' As 
sociation held today resolutions wore 
adopted condemning tho Seymour sen- 
ate bill which contemplates the creation 
of a board of directors to manage all the 
state- institutions with tho power to 
make all contract a for supplies, etc., 
and requesting Assemblyman Pendle- 
ton, who introduced the bill in the as- 
sembly, to withdraw it. Telegrams were 
also aunt to Assemblyman Bullit and 
Llowlyn requesting them to use every 
effort to defeat tbe passage of the bill. 
Senator Mathews waa also notified by 
wire of the action taken. It ia (.(aimed 
that the paasing of the bill will entail a 
loss of at least $'100,000 annually to tbe 
merchants of tliia city, as it ia intended 
togivotoSan Francisco merchants all 
the contracts for tho institutions of the 
entire state.
